Pound department deputies 
are continuing with their strict 
enforcement of the leashing 
ordinance throughout the unin­ 
corporated area of the county. 
All dogs found running at large 
in violation of this ordinance 
will be impounded or court 
citations issued to the dog 
owner*

Marvin T. Throndson, county 
poundmaster, is asking that all 
dog owners cooperate by keep­ 
ing their dogs confined to their 
premises except when on a 
leash and in the custody of a 
competent person. This order, 
calling for strict enforcement, 
is for the protection of the resi­ 
dents of this area as well as for 
the safety of their animals.
